Mr.  Chairman,  Ladles,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  l96i+,  with  v\iiich 
is  Incorporated  that  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  2l,5itO  Indicated  a sharp  decrease  of 
IthO  on  the  previous  year,  the  first  occasion  since  1951  that  an  annual  Increase  in 
population  has  not  been  recorded.  The  natural  increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths) 
was  79.  Tlie  number  of  births  was  3lO»  once  again  a decrease  on  the  total  for  the 
previous  year,  with  a resultant  further  widening  of  the  gap  between  the  local  and 
national  births  rates.  On  the  other  hand,  for  the  second  year  in  succession  the 
number  of  deaths  recorded  in  the  town  was -almost  identical  with  the  previous  years 
total,  the  adjusted  death  rate  continuing  to  be  ^bstantlally  in  advance  of  that  for 
England  and  Wales.  Six  of  these  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  year  of  life, 
of  viiich  five  survived  for  less  than  a month,  aid  in  fact  three  of  these  died  less 
than  a week,  after  birth. 

The  number  of  Infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  was  105,  a very 
substantial  decrease  from  the  previous  year,  measles  and  whooping  cough  claiming  almost 
9C--  of  the  cases.  For  the  twelfth  successive  year  no  cases  of  diphthbrla  occurred.  In 
all  respects  the  picture  of  the  general  health  of  the  community  can  be  regarded  as 
pleasing,  although  the  very  low  tuberculosis  level  of  the  previous  year  was  not  maintained. 

As  in  former  years  the  extensive  annual  amount  of  meat  inspection  work  was 
vigorously  tackled  ty  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  a very  high  standard  was  maintained 
throughout. 

In  concluding  this,  the  second  annual  report  that  it  has  been  my  privilege  to 
present  to  the  Council  as  their  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  conceivably  the 
last  one  it  will  be  possible  to  compile  in  this  form  owing  to  the  Local  Government 
Boundary  Re-organisation  which  is  to  take  place  on  1st  April  I966,  I wish  to  tender  my 
sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  the  intense 
Interest  they  have  always  declared  In  the  work  of  the  Department,  and  to  Chief  Officers 
of  other  Departments  for  their  kind  co-operation  and  help  at  all  times.  Finally,  my 
thanks  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  for 
their  continuing  loyalty  and  for  their  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

DIPHTHERIA: 

It  Is  very  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  torm  has  been  free  from  diphtheria 
for  tv/elve  years  in  succession,  but  this  is  no  reason  for  discontinuing  protective  Imaunisation 
of  Infants  against  this  disease. 

SCARLET  Fg/SR: 

Six  cases  v;ere  reported  during  the  year.  The  disease  was  mild  and  recovery  uneventful. 
DYSENTERY: 

Four  cases  were  reported  during  1561*. 

IfflOOPING  COUGH: 

Thirtyone  cases  v*ere.  reported,  twelve  boys,  nineteen  girls,  and  twentyfour  of  the  cases 
were  under  five 'years  of  age.  This  disease  is  still  a problem,  the  after  effects  of  which 
can  be  serious,  and  pajoents  would  be  well  advised  to  see  that  the  children  are  protected  by 
Inimunisatltin. 


Sixtyone  cases  v*ere  reported 'Compared  with  tv/ohundred  cases  in  1963-  The  disease  was 
generally  mild. 

PNEUMONIA: 

Only  one  case  was  notified. 

TUBERCULOSIS: 

Thirteen  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  one  case  of  non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
v*ere  reported  during  the  year;  a slight  Increase  on  last  year's  figures.

It  will  be  noticed  from  the  above  figures  that  the  Council  during 
the  period  completed  tv/o  bloclcs  of  15  storey  flats.  Tills  is  noteworthy  because 
those  v/ere  the  first  tv/o  .r.mtl  storey  blcolc  cf  flats  ever  built  In  thla  town. 

It  Is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  say  that  there  was  no  great  difficulty  in  allocating 
this  new  type  of  accomjuodation  and  I think,  on  the  whole  the  tenirnts  ere  extremely 
satisfied  v/lth  the  accommodation  that  theyvtire  given. 

Ob/lcusly  this  has  caused  new  tianagement  problems  but  these  problems  will 
be  solved  as  time  goes  by.

Nater  Supply: 

The  main  part  . of  Darlaston's  walJer  supply  comes  from  the  South  Staffordshire 
Watenvorks  Company,  and  the  remainder  is  supplied  by  the  IFolverhampton  Water 
Undertaking.  Regular  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity. 

I an  indebted  to  R.H. Taylor  Esq. ,6. Sc. ,M. I .CE., Engineer  in  Chief,  South 
Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  for  the  following- report: - 

1 . The  v/ater  supply  to  the  Urban  District  of  Darlaston  has  been  satisfactory  in  both 
quality  and  quantity.  The  supply  is  obtained  from  groups  of  pumping  stations  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Cannock  and  Lichfield  and  from  surface  sources  outside  the 
Urban  District. 

2. Water  from  all  sources  is  examined  regularly  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically 
and,  where  treatment  is  practised,  both  before  and  after  treatment.  During  I96I4 
59  of  the  100  samples  taken  from  two  of  the  pumping  stations,  from  which  a large 
proportion  of  the  water  normally  supplied  is  obtained,  were  free  from  all  types  of 
coliforn  bacteria. 

3Jiegular  samples  are  examined  from  the- Waterman' s house  in  Slater  Street,  Darlaston, 
viiere  12  samples  were  free  from  coll  form  bacteria.  The  samiples  were  also

Chlorination  is  practised  at  most  of  the  pumping  stations,  largely  as  a precautionary 
measure.

New  mains 
etc.,  are  not  brought  into  use  until  the  water  has  been  examined  and  proved  satisfactory.

"The  capacity  of  the  Darlaston  Sewage  i^lorks  Is  for  a population  of  2lj000 
producing  25  gallons  of  sewerage  per  capita  per  da^'-  which  is  a total  dry  weather  flow 
of  525,000  gallons  per  day.  Up  to  3.IU  times  this  average  rate  of  flow  receives  the 
full  scttlemant  and  filter  treatment  and  this  covers  peak  sewage  flows  and  light  rain 
fall.  A further  0.66  times  this  (D.U.F.)  can  be  accepted  for  full  treatment  before 
the  operation  of  a weir  discharging  the  surplus  to  storm  tanlcs  which  have  a total 
capacity  of  160,200  gallons. 

During  I96U  a contract  was  let  and  completed  for  the  replacement  of  the  Jamies 
Bridge  ejector  ivhich  served  the  south  east  part  of  the  toim  by  a connection  to  the 
Walsall  Western  ma.in  sewer.  This  connection  reduces  the  flov'.'  to  the  Darlaston 
Works  by  126,000  gallons  per  day  (D.'WF.)  In  conjunction  with  Walsall  County  Borough 
the  trade  effluent  survey  has  been  substantially  completed  and  significant  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  tracing  of  dischargers  to  old  mine  vrorkings:.

The  building  is  of  modern  design  and  construction,  by  virtue  of  t/hich  it 
compares  favourably  with  any  in  the  Midlands. 

I Full  provision  is  made  for  filtering,  heating,  and  sterilising  the  133,000 
gallons  of  water  contained  in  the  swimming  pool.  The  source  of  the  water  is  the 
Sout|h  Staffordshire  Waterv'jorks,  and  there  is  a.  four  hour  turnover  of  the  full  pool 
Ster|llisation  is  by  break  point  chlorination,  and  in  addition  to  chemical  and 
bacteriological  analysis  carried  out  at  the  County  and  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Sta.ljford,  there  are  frequent  checks  on  the  chlorination  each  day. 

Slipper  and  shower  baths  are  available,  and  afford  a useful  service,  being 
regijlarly  used  by  people  v,'hose  accommodation  lacks  these  facilities’. 

B&teriologlcal  examination  showed  no  coliform  bacilli  per  100  ml.

Chairman,  Ladles,  and  Gentlemen, 

With  the  increased  amount  of  new  legislation  and  a 
shortage  of  staff,  this  has  been  a difficult  year>  despite  these  conditions  the 
Department  has  continued  to  press  on  with  worlc  other  than  routine  matters^  To  a 
large  extent  this  is  due  to  the  willing  raanner  in  ’which  members  of  the  staff  worked 
an  excessive  amount  of  overtime  on  maintaining  lOCbt  meat  inspection. 

A considerable  amount  of  preliminary  work  was 
carried  out  with  regard  to  slum  clearance,  and  satisfactory  progress  is  now  being 
maintained. 

The  preliminary  work  with  regard  to  the  Smoke 
Control  area  has  been  completed  and  conversions  have  been  conunenced;  the  date  of 
operation  was  put  back  to  the  1st  April  I965  specifically  to  avoid  the  necessity 
for  people  to  change  to  a smokeless  appliance  in  the  middle  of  a winter  period. 

With  an  increase  of  open  space  adjacent  to  the 
tcvffi  centre  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  gypsy  caravans  parking 
in  the  Darlaston  area.  Immediate  and  strict  action  has  indicated  to  these  people 
that  they  are  not  wanted  on  these  sites.  The  local  police  have  been  of 
considerable  assistance  in  matters  involving  these  gypsies. 

Regular  Inspections  of  the  various  food  premises 
including  factory  canteens,  have  been' carried  out  and  an  overall  Improvement  has  been 
noted. 

Despite  unsatisfactory  ?rorking  conditions,  a high 
standard  of  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained, 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council,  and  Members  of  the  Health. Coranlttee,  the 
other  Chief  Officers,  and  to  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department.

Tinned  goods  which  are  not  suitable  for  disposal  by  burning  are  transported  to 
the  Town  Hall  yard  where  a workman  smashes  the  tins  to  render  the  contents  unusable. 

The  resultant  articles  are  then  conveyed  to  the  Council's  controlled  tip  where  they  are 
deposited  at  the  base  of  the  working  face  and  the  days  refuse  deposited  on  top  and 
consolidated  to  ensure  there  is  no  nuisance  from  fly  breeding  or  smells  and  no  opportunity 
given  for  rats  to  feed  on  this  food. 

Items  suitable  for  burning  are  destroyed  in  the  Council's  incinerator.  The 
bulk  of  the  unfit  meat  froia  the  slaughterhouse  is  stained  with  special  green  dye  before 
removal  to  a licensed  processing  factory  in  an  adjoining  authority.  Every  precaution 
is  taken  to  regulate  the  handling  of  unfit  food  to  ensure  that  it  is  not  diverted  from 
the  proper  channels.  There  exists  a very  high  degree  of  co-operation  between  the 
traders  In  the  tovm  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  which  ensures  adequate 
disposal  of  any  unfit  food.
